Current Business:  

1. Current Status of the ACEP: 

a. Co-chairs Eric and Dan are working on a draft of Chapters 1-3. The societal group is in 

the process of finalizing their science question theme write-up for Chapter 3. Co-chair 

Dan will consult with Stan Wullschleger about the integrative question included in 

Chapter 3 now that most other groups have submitted write-ups about their science 

questions and themes.  

b. Co-chair Dan will send a draft of Chapters 1-3 to the leadership team by September 30th. 

The leadership team will review that draft and send comments to Dan by October 4th 

(October 7th at the latest) so that the comments can be incorporated and a draft can be 

sent to the SDT (and Diane W.) prior to the full SDT telecon on October 9th.
